Gunfire  Employed  When  Tor- 
pedo Missed  Its  Mark— 
Twenty-Two  of  Oduna's 
Passengers  Were  Americans, 


NEW  VOKK.  July  17.— The  Cunard 
liner  Orduna,  bound  from  Liverpool  to 
New  York  with  -'-7  passengers,  includ- 
ing twenty-two  Americana,  wan  at- 
tacked without  warninif,  it  was  learned 
or  her  arrival  here  today,  by  a  Ger- 
man submarine  on  the  morning  of 
July   9. 

Twenty  inlleH  from  tin-  crave  of  the 
Lusltanla,  off  old  Head  <>f  Klnsale,  the 
orduna  escaped  the  Lusitania's  fate  by 
one-half  a  second  of  time,  nr  ten  feet 
of  space,  the  German  torpedo  churning 
the     water     that    distance       behind       the

liter's — mddcr.  Thfti  the  ordunn  sped 
away.  Hhe  was  followed  by  the  sub- 
marine, which  rose  to  the.  surface, 
manncil  a  gun  on  her  deck  and  shelled 
the    fleeing    ateamer. 

The  attack  wan  at  ten  minute*  to 
alx  o'clock  in  the  niorn|ng,  when  all 
but  a  few  of  her  passengers  lay  sleep- 
ing in  their  bertha.  Aroused  by  stew- 
ards, the  passengers  dressed  hurriedly 
and  went  to  the  upper  deck,  where  they 
put  on  lifebelts  anil  took  their  places 
at  the  llfebpats.  They  heard  the 
scream  of  the  sheila  and  saw  the  ocean 
spit  up  columns  of  water  where  the 
shells  struck.  When  the  fire  grew 
warmer,  they  were  ordered,  fori  their 
own  protection,    to   the   next  deck   below. 

Kor  half  an  hour  the  Orduna  showed 
her  heels  to  her  assailant.  Through 
marine  glasses  the  passengers  watched 
the  durk  patch  on  the  water's  surface 
astern.  They  saw  the  low-lying  Ger- 
man warship  coming  on,  but  the  Or- 
duna'* flight  was  faster  than  the  pur- 
Milt,  and  after  seven  sheila  had  been 
fired  without  effect,  th<j  submarine  gave 
up    the   chase. 

A  wireless  call  for  help  was  sent  out 
by  the  Orduna  when  the.  torpedo  was 
seen.  Hhe  waa  then  thirty-seven  miles 
south  of  Uucenstown.  The  reply.  Cap- 
tain Taylor  Kays  In  his  official  report, 
was  that  help  would  be  given  within  an 
hour.  It.  was  four  hours  before  the 
first  British  vessel,  an  armored  yacht, 
the  Jeancttc,  appeared.

Whether  the  submarine  hid  behind  an 
American  ship,  the  bark  Normandy, 
from  Gulf  port.  Miss.,  was  a  point  upon 
which  passengers  held  varying  opinions. 
A  small  sailing  whip,  With  two  Amer- 
ican flags  painted  on  her  side,  was 
sighted  Just  before  the  attack.  Captain 
Taylor,  auspicious  of  the  craft,  changed 
his  course.  Boon  afterwords  the  tor- 
pedo was  sighted. 

There  was  no  certainty  as  to  the 
Identity  of  this  ship  that  displayed  the 
two  painted  American  flags,  but  one  o/ 
the  passengers  believed  that  He  made 
out  her  name  to  be  Normandy,  through 
his  glasses.  The  American  bark  Nor- 
mandy was  known  to  be  in  the  vicinity 
at  the  time.  When  ehe  reached  Liver- 
pool on  July  12.  some  of  her  crew  said 
that  a  submarine  had  used  her  as  a 
shield  from  which  to  manoeuvre  against 
mid  torpedo  the  Russian  steamer  Leo,  a 
story  that  the  Normandy's  captain 
denied. 

The  Leo  was  torpedoed  twenty  miles, 
approximately,  from  where  the  Orduna 
was  attacked.  The  Normandy's  crew 
any  the  submarine  held  them  up  on  the 
evening  of  July  9.

MACHINE  GUNS 

ARE_VITAL  NEED 

Wo  are  short  of  machine  guns. 
The  superiority  of  the  Germans  In 
material  was  most  marked  in 
heavy  Kims,  In  their  high-explo- 
sive shells,  In  their  rllles  and  per- 
haps most  of  all  In  their  machine 
guns. 

The  Germans  were  fully  pre- 
pared to  batter  down  tho  deepest 
trenches  or  the,  enemy  with  heavy 
guns  and  high  explosives  and  to 
defend  their  own  trenches  with 
machine  guns. 

What  the  next  move  o  f  the 
Hermans  will  be  It  Is  not  easy  to 
forecast,  but  If  it  should  bo  to 
concentrate  upon  our  forces  in  the 
West  it  Is  vital— it  la  vital — for 
the  lire  of  our  people.

Latest  Attempt  at  Brutal  Mur- 
der by  Germans  Will  Fur- 
ther Strain  Relations — Offi- 
cial  Investigation   Awaited, 


WASHINGTON,  July  17.— Into  the 
grave  situation  that  has  developed  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Germany 
over  the  sinking  Of  the  Lusltanla  Vhs 
thrust  another  issue  today,  when  It  waa 
revealed  that  the  British  steamer  Or- 
duna, carrying"  a  score  of  Americans, 
had    been   attacked    by    a   German    eub- 


marine. 

Should  first  reports  of  an  attempt  to 
torpedo  without  warning  be  borne  out 
by  the  official  investigation  about  to  be 
instituted,  it  was  indicated  in  official 
circles  that  the  United  States  will  prob- 
ably regard  the  Incident  as  adding  a 
grave  clement  to  the  already  strained 
relations  between  the  two  countries. 

Lacking  Information  as  to  the  circum- 
stances, the  officials  were  unable  to  pre- 
dict tonight  to  what  extent  the  Orduna 
case  would  aggravate  the  situation;  but 
they  thought  the  question  would  cer- 
tainly.  compel  serious  consideration  by 
President  Wilson  and  his  cabinet  In  for- 
mulating the  next  Step  in  the  policy  of 
the  United  States  towards  the  activities 
of  German  submarines  and  the  safety  of 
Americans  on  the  high  seas. 
.  Although  the  Orduna  escaped  unhurt, 
this,  In  the  view  of  officials,  does  not 
relieve  the  case  of  grave  possibilities. 
The  fact  that  a  belligerent  ship  bound 
for  the  United  States  with  Americans 
on  board  and  without  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion or  contraband  cargo— which  has 
been  the  reason  assigned  for  the  provo- 
cation for  previous  attacks — was  as- 
sailed while  her  passengers  slept,  con- 
vinced many  officials  that  the  theory 
they  had  entertained  of  an  actual 
change  In  the  practice  of  German  sub- 
marine commanders  apparently  hod  been 
dissipated. 

One  point  upon  which  the  entire  esse, 
so  far  as  the  United  States  Is  concerned, 
may  hinge,  Is  whether  any  attempt  waa 
made  to  halt  the  Orduna  by  the  custom- 
ary  warning  signal,  either  by  nag, 
megaphone  or  shots  across  the  bows  of 
the  vessel. 

Awaiting  Monrtj 

As  yet  tho  coos  Is  not  officially  before 
the  State  Department,  but  as  soon  as 
the  Americas  passengers  Ale  their  state- 
ment on  to  what  took  place  the  question 
Will  undoubtedly  be  brought  immediately 
to  the  attention  of  the  German  Govern- 
ment for  a  report  from  Its  submarine 
commander  on  the  circumstances  of  Its 
attack. 

The  captain  and  officers  of  the  or- 
duna have   stated   thai  no   warning  or 


signal  had  been  given  when  the  tor- 
pedo was  seen  streaking  through  the 
water.  Officials  here  thought,  there- 
fore, that  any  attempt  made  by  the 
Orduna  to  escape  was  probably  Justified. 
Her  subsequent  actions,  they  believed, 
could  be  upheld  In  the  interest  of  self- 
defence.  Irrespective  of  whether  or  not 
a  signal  was  given  to  the  Orduna  to 
halt,  or  whether  the  shots  fired  by  the 
Germans  came  without  warning,  the 
view  which  Impressed  official's  'tonight 
was  that  German  submarines  had  net 
abandoned  their  attempts  to  destroy 
enemy  passenger  vessels,  whether 
carrying  contraband  or  not,  and  that 
American  citizens  seemed'  siill  -to-  be 
subject  to  hazards  from  Which  under 
previously  accepted  rules  of  Interna- 
tional   law,   they   should   be   Immune. 

Secretary  Lnnslng  said  tonight  that 
he  would  have  no  announcement  to 
make  on  the  case  until  It  was  brought 
to  his  attention  In  some  official  way  by 
Americans  .

"At  daybreak  not  only  the  whale  of 
the  summit  had  been  retaken,  but  a 
majority  of  the  German  defences  as  far 
as  the  road  from  Launoia  to  Moyen- 
Moutier.

— Russians  Are  Prepared, 


JfcETROQRAD,  July  17.— The  German 
invasion  of  Russia  Is  rapidly  developing. 
While  tlii!  Gaiiciau  section  of  tho  gen- 
eral plan  appears  to  be  keeping  up 
routine  activity  only,  lu  another  section, 
that  between  the  Baltic  and  the  lower 
Vistula,  is  moving  with  force  and  de- 
termination. 

The  mii'ln  strategic  objective  In  the 
north  Is  evidently  lii^a,  upon  which  the 
Germans  have  made  several  abortive  at- 
tempts by  sea.  They  have  now  poured 
considerable  armies  into  the  region  be- 
tween l.i'i.-tu  and  Shavlt,  and  are  ad- 
vancing on  a  sixty  to  seventy-mile 
front,  with  the  left  resting  on  the  Baltic 
and  the  right  extending  across  the 
Libau  railway  to  a  point  beyond  tlta 
River  Windau,  in  the  direction  of  i'opcli- 
any  and  the  railway  twenty-six.  miles 
short  of  Shavll.  The  loft  la  making 
directly  for  Goldingeu,  and  la  wall  for- 
ward of  the   right   wing  of   the  line. 

The  Russians  are  meeting  the  German 
advance  at  the  river  crossings  on  the 
Windau  and  Wenta  ami  at  other  suitable 
points,  but  the  opposition  Is  offered  only 
by  cavalry   and  outposts. 

There  are  no  clnmenis  of  military  sur- 
prise In  this  movement  of  the  Germans, 
which  has  been  foreseen  and  adequately 
provided  against  in  every   respect. 

Nevertheless  the  Germans  may  be  ex- 
pected to  advance  for  some  little,  time 
yet  In  accordance  with  Russia's  general 
plans  of  defence  against  invasion. 
Those  plans  are  baaed  solely  upon  mili- 
tary considerations.  Nothing  else 
counts.  There  are  very  few  towns,  and 
the  wealth  of  the  country  Is  mainly 
found  In  the  castles  of  Gorman  barons 
who  are  Russian  subjects.  Many  of 
these  princely  possessions  have  been 
specially  stocked  In  aid  of  the  German 
Invasion,  and  the  Russian  authorities 
have  been  bufcy  for  some  time  Investi- 
gating the  loyalty  or  land  owners  In  tho 
Baltic  provinces.

A  second  laii.  appropriating  t*0,000 
for  the  purchase  of  naval  hydroplanes, 
was  passed  by  a  large  majority.  The 
Chamber  also  authorised  the  Govern-*.

ready  to  resist  sny  attempted  violation 
of  Dutch  neutrality.     . 

In  advocating  the  passage  of  a  bill 
adding  six  new  warships  to  the  Dutcn 
fleet,  several  speakers  declared  that  tho 
incresse  at  this  time  was  only  an 
emergency  measure,  and  that  tho  war 
had  proved  Holland  must  begin  the  con- 
struction of  a  navy  commenourste  with 
her  position  among  the  European  pow- 
er*. 

They  suggested  that  the  Government 
await  the  outcome  of  the  war  before 
deciding  whether  dreadnoughts  or  sub- 
marines should  be  made  the  basis  of 
Holland's  new  navy.

the  findings  of  the  Court  of  Inquiry  ap- 
pointed to  Investigate  tho  sinking  of 
trie    great    liner. 

i'iie  court  holda  that  no  blame  for 
the  tragedy  attaches  either  to  Captain 
Turner,  commander  of  the  vessel,' or  the 
Canard   bine,    the  owners. 

"After  having  carefully  inquired  into 
tae  circumstances  of  the  disaster."  says 
the  formal  report  of  the  court,  "the 
court  finue  that  the  loss  of  the  said 
ship  and  lives  was  due  to  , damage 
cauaed  the  ship  by  torpedoes  fired  by 
a  submarine  of  German   nationality. 

"In  the  opinion  of  the  court  the  act 
was  done  not  merely  with  the  Inten- 
tion of  sinking  the  ship,  but  also  with 
trie  Intention  of  destroying  the  lives 
of   the   people    on    board." 

Other  salient  ftatures  of  the  report 
are  that  the  lifeboat  and  lifebelt  facill- 
tis  were  adequate,  that  tn»-  demeanor 
of  the  crew  was  above  all  blame,  and 
that  the'  conduct  of  the  passengers, 
barring  a  "light  panic  when  the  steer- 
age passengers  came  on  deck,  was 
praiseworthy.  The  court  also  rinds  that 
the  ship  was  unarmed,  and  that  her 
cargo  was  a  general  one.  the  ammuni- 
tion aboard  consisting  only  of  6,000 
cases  of  cartridges,  from  which  there 
was   no  explosion.

The  warnings  Issued  by  Germany  be-' 
fuse  tho  «-hl|>  left — be — round,  only  ag« 
grsvatefl    the    crime    of    her    sinking.

BERLIN,  July  17.-  The  executive 
committees  of  the  Socialist  parly  and 
the  Federation  of  Socialist  labor  unions 
have  united  in  a  protest  to  the  Minister 
of.  the  Interior  against  any  rise  iii  the 
maximum  prices  of  grain  and  flour.  It 
has  been  intimated  that  there  will  he  an 
Increase  when  the  Federal  Council 
adopts  the  new  regulations  for  the  con- 
servation and  the  distribution  of  this 
year's  harvest.  The  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  Federation  publishes  in  the 
V'orwaerts  a  manifesto  "against  food 
harpies."     This   manifesto  is  as  follows: 

"The  general  rise  In  prices  is  press- 
ing even  heavier  on  the  poorer  classes. 
The  prices  of  moat  have  risen  almost 
100  per  cent,  under  the  ruthless  ex- 
ploitation of  the  situation  caused  by  the 
scarcity  of  swine  and  cattle,  and  the 
rise  continues.  Consumption  of  this 
so  Important  food  product  has  become 
thereby  almost  an  Impossibility  in  Vhe 
widest  circles,  particularly  among  the 
laboring  classes. 

"All  other  food  products,  particularly 
those  recommended  as  substitutes  for 
meat,  such  as  vegetables,  fish,  eggs, 
milk,  butter,  cheese  and  sugar,  are  uu- 
ususlly  dear  and  are  steadily   becoming

Fronts  Are  Foiled  —  Ger- 
mans Advance  in  North, 


fiKNKVA,  July  17.— The  Tribune 
prints  the  following  rilttpatcli  from  Its 
correspondent  «t   the   front: 

"The  A UMiro- Hungarian  forces  which 
attempted  to  dislodge  the  Russians 
from  positions  along  the  Vistula  Klver 
have  been  repulsed  with  heavy  losses. 
The  Russians,  attacking  in  turn,  occu- 
pied  a   mile  or   the  Austrian   trenches. 

"I'resh  rtnssian  batteries  which  have 
arrived,  and  which  have  been  posted  on 
th«  Seretli  Itiver.  ha\c  begun  to  bom- 
hard  lly?  passnpe  across  the  Dniester 
River  south  of  Zalesczsky,  forcing  the 
Austrian*  to  recross  the  river.  Their  re- 
treat Is  being  converted  into  a  rout  by 
Russian   bayonet  attacks. 

"Kant  of  llorodenka,  the  Austrians  oc-

Ince  and  many  new  ones  will  be  able 
to  run  full  time 'for  many  months,  and 
perhaps  many  years.  If  means  of  trans- 
portation of  lumber  to  the  open  mar. 
kets  can  be  provided.  A  great  business 
could  now  be  built  up,  if  tonnage  were 
available.  British  Columbia  might  be* 
come  one  of  the  moat  prosperous  coun- 
tries in  the- world,  if  we  had  means  of 
carrying  our  lumbar  to  the  places  where 
it  to  needed.  Thus  we  would  be  able 
to  have  conditions  very  favorable  to 
thoae  of  u*  who  stay  at  home,  and  full 
opportunities  for  the  men  who  will  re- 
turn from  the  war.  There  are  other  in- 
dustries that  could  be  built  up,  indus- 
tries that  are  quite  beyond  the  specu- 
lative stage,  such  as  fisheries,  metal  re- 
fining and  others  which  would  require 
less  capital  at  the  outset,  but  might 
reasonably  be  expected  to  Increase  In 
magnitude. 

For  the  present  we  will  say  nothing 
further  on  this  subject,  except  to- urge 
upon  our  people  to  begin  to  mobilise  for 
business  prosperity  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible day.  We  ere  told  that  we  should 
in  time  of  peace  prepare  for  war.  It 
is  equally  sound  policy  in  time  of  war 
to  prepare  for  peace.

We  all  like  a  man  who  does  not  fear  to 
say  and  do  what  his  manhood  prompts. 
Colonel  Uoosevelt  may  not  always  have 
been  right  In  the  things  he  has  said  and 
done,  hut  Ire  has  always  thought  he  was 
right,  and  thinking  with  him  leads  to 
action. 

In  his  personal  life  Colonel  Roosevelt 
has  set  an  excellent  example  to  his 
countrymen.  For  many  years  he  has 
lived  In  a  glare  like  "the  white  Unlit 
that  beats  upon  a  throne,"  and  no  dis- 
credit has  ever  been  able  to  attach  Itself 
to  his  name.  Concerning  his  political 
opinions  and  methods  It  would  he  un- 
becoming Tor  us  to  speak  in  terms  either 
of  praise  or  blame;  but  we  can  say  that 
it  is  a  good  thing  f°''  a  country  to  breed 
men,  who  fearlessly  and  without  hesita- 
tion are  ready  always  to  act  upon  their 
honest  convictions.

The  news  of  yesterday  did  not  con- 
tain- many  Items  of  special  Interest. 
Along  the  Western  line,  tho  Hermans 
seem  to  have  attempted  a  general  offen- 
sive, but  It  wss  nowhere,  formidable, 
and  the  Paris  War  Office  says  It  was 
everywhere  repulsed.  The  British  and 
Belgian  troops  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
enKagcd  yesterday,  l'arls  asserts  that 
the  recent  activity  by  the  enemy  In  the 
Argonne  was  Intended  as  a  definite  at- 
tempt to  make  a  breach  In  the  French 
lino,  and  that  It  has  been  definitely  de- 
feated. This  is  the  third  offensive  move- 
ment by  the  Germans  in  the  West  that 
has  proved  a  costly  failure  within  a 
comparatively  short  time.

trust by  snd  of  the  Germans  that  a 
collapse  of  the  campaign  along  the  Dar- 
danelles may  be  Imminent.  This  must 
be  qualified  hy  the  caution  thst  the  re- 
ports have  not  been  officially  confirmed; 
but  such  confirmation  Is  very  unlikely 
•ven  if  they  are  true.

The  women  of  Canada  are  exhibiting 
a  fine  appreciation  of  the  duties  which 
the  war  imposes  on  them.  We  think 
we  may  say.  without  being  eharged  with 
exaggeration,  that  they  have  shows  a 
spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  patriotism 
worthy  of  the  men*  who  have  gems  or 
stand  ready  to  go  to  the  battle  lines. 
Being  from  three  to  six  thousand  miles 
sway  from  tho  nearest  theatre  of  war, 
the  activities  la  which -the  vary  great 
majority  af  them  can  horfe  lo  sngage 
sm  *f  nsaatmltv  united  la  what  can  ha 


come  we  will  accord  them  a  royal  wel- 
come.

But  when  "the  tumult  and  the  .shout- 
ing dies,"  what  then'.'  This  is  the  ques- 
tion that  prompted  yesterday's  article, 
about  making  British  Columbia  per- 
manently prosperous.  In  a  British 
paper,  wo  think  it  was  Punch,  there  re- 
cently appeared  a  cartoon  entitled 
"The  Optimist  and  the  Pessimist."  The 
optimist'  was  a  khaki-clad  figure  with 
a  bandaged  eye  and  a  genlul  smile  do- 
ing sentry  duty  in  a  pelting  rain.  The 
pessimist  was  a  well  dressed  man  lit 
his  comfortable  home,  standing,  his  back 
to  the  fire,  reading  a  newspaper,  with 
a  scowl  upon  his  face.  We  print  letter 
after  letter  from  the  front;  we  are 
privileged  to  read  many  others,  which 
the  recipients  or  the  writers  ask  may 
not  be  published,  and  we  have  yet  to 
come  across  in  them  the  first  note  of 
pessimism.  There  Is  never  a  word  writ- 
ten for  effect;  there  is'  no  parading  of 
patriotism.  They  show  in  every  line  a 
simple  resolve  to  discharge  a  duty. 
What  the  writers  of  these  letters  are 
doing  they  are  dolnu  for  us,  who  re- 
main at  home.  Think  of  this.  These 
gallant  fellows  are  lighting  for  liberty. 
Whose  liberty?  Surely  not  their  own 
In  any  special  degree,  for  there  Is  not 
a  man  of  them  who  does  not  know  that 
any  day  his  only  liberty  may  be  that 
of  a  grave  "somewhere  In  France."  Wc 
have  no  wish  to  harrow  anyone's  feel» 
lngs,  but  we  most  earnestly  desire  to 
force  home  upon  those  of  us,  who  for 
oii«  reason  ur  other  must  confine  our 
patriotic  efforts  to  the  home  held,  the 
thought  that  these  men  are  fighting 
and  dying  for  us,  far  more  than  for 
themselves.  They  are  seeking  to  pre- 
serve for  us  a  liberty  that  they  may 
never  enjoy.  But  some  of  them,  beyond 
doubt  the  vary  large  majority  uf  them. 
will  come  home  again.  Wha't  are  we 
doing  to  make  It  possible  for  them  tu 
coins  home  to  a  prosperous  laud?  Do 
not  try  to  shirk  this  question,  Do  not 
deceive  yourself  with  the  Idea  that 
sums  divinity  that  rules  our  destinies 
Is  going  to  provide  employment  and  op- 
portunities for  the  boys  who  will  come 
■home.  Du  not  comfort  yourstri 
thought  that  th«  country  will  look  after 
them.  The  country  cannot  look  after 
them  as  they  ought  to  be  looked  after, 
and  what  the  country  can  do  must  be 
confined  chiefly  to  those  who  are  In- 
capacitated for  work.  If  a  plebiscite 
could  be  taken  In  the  trenches,  we  have 
no  doubt  that  our  soldiers  to  a  man 
would  declare  thai  they  have  no  wish 
to  conic  home  to  be  pensioners  on  pub- 
lic bounty.  All  they  will  ask  will  be 
employment    and   opportunity. 

When  are  the  stay-at-homes  going  to 
begin  to  mobilise  their  energy  and  re- 
sources? Arc  they  waiting  until  sonic 
one  guarantees  thorn  a  certain  proftt  on 
their  investment  of  moqcy  and  energy 
before  they  embark  In  anything  that 
will  provide  employment  for  the  boys 
when  they  are  home  again?  If  they 
are.  let  us  remind  them  that  the  men 
at  the  front  asked  for  no  guarantee  be- 
fore they  Invested  their  splendid  man- 
hood In  defence  of  all  we  hold  near  and 
duar.  Do  they  think  It  will  be  time 
enough  to  begin  their  mobilisation  when 
tho  troops  have  been  disbanded?  Let 
us  remlnJ  them  that  there  Is  much  pre- 
paratory work  to  be  done  to  get  ready 
for  the  welcome  of  the  returning  boys 
to  prosperity. 

Do  not  let  us  deceive  ourselves  by 
thinking  the  Government  will  provide 
something  for  them  to  do,  or  devise 
some  policy  that  will  meet  the  emer- 
gency that  is  certain  to  arise.

These  windmills  were  on  the  part 
railed  Kum  Kale  and  seeing  us  treating 
them  ao  badly,  the  fort  on  Cape  Helles 
which  had  been  ttrlng  at  the  larger 
ahlpa  opened  on  ua.  Kiev  en  ahots 
fell  over  and  short,  but  luckily  none 
hit.  We  gave  them  two  five-gun  aalvos, 
and  the  second  hit  tbem'nicely  and  kept 
them  quiet  for  the  next  half  hour,  and 
then  they  started  again  on  some  one 
•  Ise.  and  the  Admiral  told  ua  to  keep  out 
of  range,  aa  we  have  no  armor  plates 
to  apeak  of.  Thoae  guns  have  long 
since  been  completely  destroyed.  It  waa 
a  aplendid  sight  to  see  three  villages  full 
of  soldiers  and  five  forts  all  In  flames 
together.  They  burned  for  forty-eight 
hours  In  pouring  rain,  some  flames  about 
100   feet  high. 

Since  then  we  have  been  more  or  less 
continually  engaged  without  the  loss  so 
far  of  one  single  man.  On  March  7  we 
were  up  against  Bulalr  at  anchor  on  the, 
north  aide  of  Gallipoll  Peninsula,  when 
suddenly  at  5  p.m.,  when  hundreds  of 
men  Were  having  their  Sunday  afternoon 
sleep  on  deck,  we  were  opened  fire  on  by 
a  battery  of  "six-four"  howitzers  con- 
cealed in  the  mills.  We  had  -to  get  up 
anchor  quickly  and  run  off.  Very  an- 
noying, as  we  could  not  see  at  all  where 
the  shots  were  coming  from.  We  were 
hit  four  or  five  times  by  shells,  all  of 
which  burst,  hut.  by  some  miracle,  no 
one  was  even  wounded.  One  shell  only 
made  seventy  holes  in  different  iron  and 
wooden  fixtures,  and  many  men  had 
their  clothes  nearly  removed,  but  only 
two  were  actually  hit,  Imth  officers,  and 
they    were   only    bruised. 

We  were  furious  at  the  idea  of  not 
being  able  to  shoot  them  hack,  sn  we 
went  and  wreaked  our  vengeance  on  a 
fort  /.dose  by,  where  we  saw  one  man  at 
least  fly  hlsh  In  the  air  We  went  af- 
terwards and  completely  d<  niolished  and 
burned  an  enormous  new  red  brick  har- 
racks  about  five  miles  down  the  coast. 
We  hit  this  with  mir  first  stilvn  and 
three  kuiis,  lyddite  at  1  1,01)0  yards,  and 
as  the  bullets  «nt  there  before  the 
sound  we  hope  we  caught  plenty  "I

Gunnery    Lieut,    Bennett,    of 
H,  M,  S,  Dublin,  Describes 


Some   Incidents   in   British 
Operations   In    Dardanelles, 


A  sidelight  on  British  operations  In 
the  Dardanelles  is  furnished  by  nun- 
nery Lieut.  Dennett,  of  il.M.s.  Dublin, 
in  a  letter  to  Mr.  C.  r.  Bennett,  of 
May  wood,  Cloverdale.      He  says: 

11. M  s.   Dublin.  March  1*. 

Secrecy  about  our  actual  positien  Is 
no  longer  necessary,  because  the  papers 
have  published  that  we  are  before  the 
Dardanelles.  Aa  a  matter  of  fact  we 
are  very  nearly  up  them.  I  can't  tell 
you  any  details  about  actual  progress, 
because  I  don't  know  how  much  the  Ad- 
miralty is  publishing  and  how  much  is 
officially  secret,  but  I  will  tell  you  some 
interesting  little  starts  which  have  hap- 
pened to  us  personally,  all  of  which  in- 
cidentally will  show  you  how  well  our 
guns  shoot.  Remember  the  people  In  the 
forts  and  ships  against  us  are  all  Ger- 
mans. Not  a  Turk  is  to  be  seen,  and  of 
Germans  we  have  slaughtered  thousands. 

Not  long  ago  we  were  one  of  the  ships 
coveting  the  landing  of  demolition 
parttea  whose  object  waa  to  put  flnlsh- 
Ing  touches  with  gun  cotton  on  the  forts 
which  already  had  been  silenced  by  the 
heavier  ahip*  gun  fire.  Well,  they  landed 
aafely  and  they  had  blown  up  one  fort 
and  made  their  way  past  a  burning  vil- 
lage full  of  Germans  —  I  think  some 
must  have  roasted — and  with  very  few 
losaea  were  Juat  on  the  point  of  blowing 
Up  another  fort  when  about  100  Ger- 
mans with  rifles,  machine  guns  and 
twelve-pounder  field  guna,  concealed  In 
a  windmill  on  a  cliff  about  800  yards 
from  them,  opened  a  moat  murderous 
fire.

Luckily  for  them  the  Dublin  was  with- 
in a  few  miles'  ranee,  and  an  aeroplane 
of  ours  (lew  showing  aa  where  they 
were.  She  happened  luckily  to  be  quite 
close  to  the  windmills  at  .the  time  and 
wirelessed  to  ua.  In  fifteen  seconds  We 
got  Off  out  five  starboard  guns  together 
A  breathless  ten  seconds  while  the  shot 
travelled,  and  then  up  went  three  wind- 
mills, absolutely  disappearing.

Hon,  Thomas  Taylor,  Minister 
of  Public  Works,  Gets  Inter- 
esting Letter  From  a  Soldier 
at  the  Front, 


The  Hon.  Thomns  Taylor.  Minister  of 
I'ublic  Works,  has  received  from  it 
member  of  the  li.  <".  Horse,  now  Rl  the 
fiont.  an  interesting  letter  telling  ot 
the  heroism  of  the  Canadians  in  tli-i 
historic  buttle  near  Ypres.  It  is  dated 
ft  em  Northern  France,  June  22,  and  In 
part   is  as    follows: 

"At  Armentierre  we  had  our  baptism 
of  fire.  The  trenches  were  only  about 
thirty  yards  apart,  and  it  was  not  safe 
for  our  side  to  use.  artillery  for  fear 
of  damuging  their  own  men.  The 
Saxons  were  in  ihe  opposite  trenches 
and  they  would  shout  across  to  us  not 
to  shoot,  they  promising  not  to.  The 
fc&aex  Regiment,  who  are  old-timers  and 
who  were  there  to  show  us  what  trench 
warfare  was  like,  fold  us  that  when  the 
Saxons  were  In  that  mood  were  were 
sure  of  n  quiet  time,  but  w«  should 
keep  our  eves  open  when  we  ran  up 
asalnst  the  Prussian  Guards,  As  luck 
would  have  it,  every  time  we  did,  they 
got    (ho    worst    of    it. 

"From  Artnentierres  we  advanced  to 
another  point  nearby,  and  n  fine  time 
w,  had  of  it  there,  for  the  trenches 
were  about  300  yards  apart,  and  we 
could  see  everything  that  was  going 
on;  and  at  night  we  had  listening  pa- 
trols out  to  warn  us  of  any  surprise, 
attack.  After  a  ten  days'  rest,  we  were 
si  n't  to  Ypres,  where  1  think  we 
showed  the  Germans  fh;lt  one  'Canadian 
was  better  than  ten  of  them.  The' Ger- 
mans used  the  gas  on  the  Algerians, 
who  retired.  The  poor  fellows  could 
not  do  anything  else,  for  It  was  either 
retire   or    .suffocate. 

When  they  retired,  It  left  the  Can- 
adian^' left  flunk  up  in.  the  air,  for 
there  was  nobody  left  In  the  trenches 
for  half  a  mile;  and  the  Germans  wore 
afraid  to  do  anything  until  daylight  — 
then  they  broke  through  by  the.  thou- 
sands. Hut  by  a  master  stroke  they 
were  met  hy  the  Canadians  and  Brit- 
ish,   who   showed    them    what    they   could

CENSORED  CANADIAN  NEWS 

Mr  Arthur  Markhaaa    Ban    Questions  to 

Ask — Exciaton  of  BtatemsBts  Coa- 

carnln*  Shall  Production 


LONDON.  July  17—  Sir  Arthur  Mark- 
ham  has  tabled  two  questions  In  the 
House  of  Commons  dealing  with  the 
censorship  of  Canadian  news.  Hlr  Ar- 
thur asks  why  permission  was  refused 
to  cable  an  interview  obtained  with 
W.  M.  Butler,  of  the  Canadian  Car  and 
Foundry  Company,  In  which  Mr.  Butler 
stated  that  his  company  were  able  to 
turn  out  large  quantities  of  shells;  that 
Canada  could  multiply  her  output  four 
or  Ave  times:  that  the  War  Office  had 
declined  to  place  orders,  and  that  Cana- 
dian manufacturera  resented  skilled 
laborers  being  brought  from  Canada  to 
this  country  when  factoriea  were  only 
partially  employed. 

He  also  aaka  why  the  press  bureau 
excised  portions  of  an,  interview  with  a 
Canadian  officer  in  which  the  statement 
waa  made  that  more  shells  were  re- 
quired, and  that  it  waa  dtaheertenlng 
when  our  reply  was  only  one  shell  to 
twenty  shells  of  the  enemy,  whether  the

The  modern  hospital  la  one  of  the 
wonders  of  our  ag».  Vet  too  few  re- 
member that  while  every  other  science 
la  engaged  In  destruction,  medical 
science  alone  Is  working  only  foi  the 
good  of  mankind  In-.  Meitser,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Rockefeller  Institute,  recently 
gave  an  address.  In  which  h-  showed 
that  while  medical  sciences  and  medical 
men  were  part  and  parcel  of  wars,  their 
worft   was   beneficent      He   claims   that: 

"None  of  the  numerous  Important  dis- 
coveries made  In  the  medical  sciences 
was  svsr  used  for  the  destruction  of 
life. or  harming  the  enemy  In  modern 
civilised  warfare. 

"Any  discovery  or  invention  made  la

the  sciences  or  the  practice  of  medicine, 
made  In  one  of  the  warring  countries. 
is  freely  given  to  the  medical  fraternity 
of  a  belligerent  country — unless  It  in- 
volves a  business  relation  over  which 
medical  men  have  no  power.

We  know, 
that  it  is  possible  to  help  the  army  In 
the  held  In  other  ways  than  caring  for 
wounded  men,  So  far  there  has  been 
no  need  to  do  this  in  Canada,  it  Is  the 
duty  of  women  as  well  as  men  here  to 
see  to  It  that  those  who  have  laid  upon 
them  the  responsibility  of  gi\lng  aid 
to  the  men  who  have  fallen  on  the 
battlefield  are  supplied  with  means  and 
appliances  to  fulfil  their  mission  or 
men  \.  We  have  learned  during  the  last 
few  days  that  there  are  many  people 
ready  to  do  this.  Ambulances  and  am- 
bulance supplies  have  been  given  to  the 
British  Columbia  Hospital.  Machine 
cuns  are  being  subscribed  for  by  people 
who  have  money  to  spare  and  the  will 
to  aid  In  the  great  struggle.  In  town 
and  country  women  are' working  for  the 
Med  Cross  and  preparing  comforts  for 
the  soldiers  and  sailors.  It  Is  necessary 
that  such  work  shall  be  kept  up  and 
Increased  if  possible.  It  may  be  that 
con  vat e scent  homes  will  he  needed  here 
in  the  near  future,  or  other  .calls  now 
unforeseen  may  arise.  That  women 
should  hand  Ihemsehes  together  to  pre- 
pare for  any  emergency,  to  drill  regu- 
larly and  to  receive  iiistrm  .ions,  ami 
what  is,  perhaps,  more  important,  to 
stimulate  each  other  and  to  awaken  in 
others  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  Service,  is 
very  necessary.  There  Is. much  prepara- 
tory work  to  do  before  one  can>  become 
a  member  of  such  a  detachment.  Only 
those  can  he  accepted  who  ha\e  received 
certificates  In  first  aid  and  home  nurs- 
Ing.  To  build  on  that  foundation  re- 
sourcefulness,   adaptability    and    greatly 


increased  knowledge,  as  well  as  to  de- 
velop  physical  fitness  in  the  widest 
sense  of  the  term,  must  he  the  aim  of 
each  member  of  the  organization.  How 
many  opportunities  for  patriotic  ser- 
vice will  open  up  before  U he  women  of 
Canada  only  the  future  can  tell.  Among 
the  signs  that  the  daughters,  as  well  as 
the  sons  of  our  country  will  be  ready 
when  wanted  is  the  formation  of  Vol- 
untary Aid  Detaahirtehts  and  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigades  In  our  own  and 
other   cities.

Captain  It.  Ridley,  formerly  a 
deep-sea  master  on  .the  AtianffK** 
has  become  associated  with  Cap- 
tain W.  H  Logan,  representative 
of  the  London  Salvage  Associa- 
tion at  this  port.  He  replaces 
Captain  Herbert  Henyer.  who  has 
Joined  the  Canadian  naval  service 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  Cap- 
tain Ridley,  who  has  been  an  In- 
timate friend  of  Captain  Logan 
for  the  past  twenty  years,  comes 
to  VI,  torls  from  the  Okinagan 
country,  where  be  has  been  culti- 
vating a  fruit  farm  for  the  past 
seven   years. 

Captain  "  Ridley  and  Captain 
l^igan  were  shipmasters  together 
In  the  Mediterranean  and  Atlantic 
tildes  as  masters  of  l^eyland  Line 
ships.  In  the  Mediterranean 
trade  the  two  shipmasters  oper- 
ated on  the  same  route.  Captain 
Logan  being  in  command  of  the 
Flamlnlan.  and  captain  Ridley  In 
command  of  lbs  Flsvtsn.  Prom 
tie!  to  1901  the  two  masters 
were  In  the  Atlantic  passenger 
trade.  Captain  Logan  being  on  tho 
Iberian  and  Captain  Ridley  on  the 
Hevontan.  It  was  In  IXMJ  that 
Captain  Ridley  retired  from  the 
sea. 


Germany  is  rc-armlng  certain  of  her 
battleships,  says  the  naval  correspon- 
dent of  The  Dally  Mall.

guns.  Four  more  Dreadnoughts  and  a 
number  of  battle-  cruisers  arc  Rearing 
completion,  ahd  will  be  tead.v  by  the 
end  of  1!»15.  They  Will,  It  Is  said,  he 
armed  with  guns  even  larger  than  the 
16-iti.  By  the  fit  st  two  ships,  the 
Krsatz  Brandepburg  and  Luuow  ate 
clearly  meant.  Both  are  now  complete. 
Both  were  to  have  been  armed  with 
lli-i.i.  guns,  according  to  tiie  Merman 
naval    hundbooks.

ings will  be  necessary,  ami  these  uv 
slow  and  costly  to  make;  the  wclnhts 
In  the  shlji  will  la.  altered,  and  her  sta- 
bility may  be  affected;  the  strain  of  the 
heavier  artillery  may  also  be  dangerous 
to  her  hull.  While  these  difficulties 
are  very  serious  in  the  case  of  com- 
pleted ships,  they  are  not  so  grave  in 
the  case  of  ships  which  are  incomplete, 
and  where  the  turrets  and  gun  fittings 
have  not  been  delivered,  with  skill  they 
t  an  he  overcome, 

Tiie  new  German  big  auns  are  very 
light  for  their  size,  and  this  makes  an 
Increase  In  armament  taster,  Thus 
Krupp  lists  a  lain,  gun  weighing  ouly 
••  Ions,  against  9*  tons  for  our  Brit- 
ish gun  of  the  same  size.  Ten  Merman 
lft-in.  guns  Would  weigh  ,no  more  than 
ten  Rrltish  12.5-ln.  guns,  such  as  have 
been  put  Into  many  of  our  ships.  Tnere 
Is  nothing  Impossible,  then.  In  the 
statement  that  in  a  German  ship  which 
Is  unite  as  large  as  the  Iron  Duke  Ij-in 
guns  have  been  mounted. 

The  second  batch  of  ships  to  which 
life  German  officer  referred  were  In  a 
much  less  forward  stale  when  war 
broke  out.  There  is  nothing  whatever 
to  prevent  changes  from  h"lne  made  in 
their  design,  and  heavier  artillery  than 
the  li-in.  guns  originally  Intended  for 
Ihem  from  belna  inountfii.  Kr.ipp.  lie- 
fore  the  war,  had  fieslaned  a  14  in.  gun 
weighing  lt>0  tons  ami  firing  a  shell  of 
2.02H  lbs.  Since  the  w^r,  according  lo 
teports  from  neutrals,  the  Ktupo  Htm 
nave  been  building  lain.  guns,  firing  a 
shell   of  about  3.00i»   lbs 

The  main  point  of  this  news  Is  that 
It  should  prepare  us  to  find  thst  the 
new  German  ships  are  much  more  heav- 
ily armed  than  the -tables  and  porket- 
books  Would  Issd  us  to  suppose. 

To  sppreciate  the  importance  of  this 
news  It  must  be  remembered  thst  vic- 
tory In  this  war  haa  cone  uniformly  to 
tue  Ms  guns.  The  'British  battle 
cruisers  routed  Admiral  tllpps'a  squad- 
ron  because  they  mounted  13.6-in.  guns, 
while  the  Merman  -hips  carried  nothing 
heavier  than  11-ln.  or  li-in.  Admiral 
,  Cra4ocs>  was  beaten  by  the  Germans  st 
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Colonel  because  he  could  oppose  only 
two  he*vj  guns  to  twelve.  Admiral 
cod  .spee>  fltet  was  destroyed  at  the 
Falkland  Islands  because  it  could  only 
match  8-ln.  guns  against  the  12-ln.  guns 
III  Admiral  Seymour's  squadron.

Grandson  of  General  Shrapnel, 
Celebrated     British     Artil- 
lerist, "Citizen  of  Victoria — 
Son  Has  Enlisted. 


Shrapnel,  the  weapon  with  which  all 
the  contending  armies  on  the  continent 
are  heavily  Armed,  was  first  used  In 
1804  by  the  Brttlah  Artillery,  the  ocea- 
alon  being  the  bombardment  of  the  Ba- 
tevtan  settlement  of  Surlman,  In  the 
Dutch  East  Indies.  The  ahell,  then  a 
-comparatively  new  invention,  alao 
played  an  important  part  In  the  Battle 
of  Waterloo,  the  great  fight  aa  a  reault 
of  which  the  power  of  Napoleon  waa 
broken.  To  trace  the  development  of 
the  idea  which  waa  ftrat  given  practical 
expression  by  General  Henry  Hhrapnel, 
the  great  Kngltsh  artillerist,  muat  be 
of  particular  lntereat  to  Vlctorlana,  be- 
cauae  his  grandson.  Mr.  Scrope  Hhrap- 
nel, A.  ft.  C,  A.,  a  well-known  artlat. 
hae  been  a  local  realdent  for  yeara.  Hla 
father  waa  Major  H.  N.  Scropo  Shrap- 
nel, a  «on  of  the  man  whoae  genlua  has 
ao  materially  helped  the  Empire  In 
many  of  her  war*,  end  who,  aa  an  of- 
ficer of  the  3rd  Dragoon  Guards,  alao 
distinguished  himself.  Mr.  Shrapnel'* 
home  is  1678  Cllve  Drive,  and  Pte.  A. 
F.  Shrapnel,  88th  Fusiliers,  Is  training 
for  active   aervlce. 

Oeneral  Shrapnel  not  only  waa  the 
designer  of  the  ahell  which  bear*  hla 
name,  and  which  la  being  mentioned 
conatantly  In  dispatches  from  the 
front,  but  waa  responsible  for  other  im- 
provements In  the  Dritish  Artillery,  tie 
superintended  the  construction  of  how- 
itzers, perfected  a  tabic  of  ranges  to 
effect  Accurate  adjustment  for  each 
range,  Ynd  also  directed  the  construc- 
tion 0T  the  fortress  of  Gibraltar,  as 
well  aa  other  fortifications  In  other 
parts  of  the  world.  Descended  from  the 
General    Shrapnel    who      fought      under 


of  the  Deadly  Shrapnel  Shell  and  His  Deacendente 


the  Duke  of  Monmouth,  and  also  from 
Dord  Scrope,  the  first  Lord  High  Cham- 
berlain under  William  the  Conqueror, 
General  Hhrapnel  came  naturally  by 
hla  love  of  military  life,  and  the  en- 
thusiasm with  which  he  applied  his 
mind  to  the  problems  of  the  service 
to  which  he  was  attached  was  charac- 
teristic. One  of  his  brothers,  Lieut. 
Hhrapnel,  R.  N.,  fought  under  Lord 
Nelson  on  the  ahlp  Victory,  at  tho 
Battle  of  Trafalgar,  and  afterwards  be- 
came captain  of  H.   M.  8.  Orange.

■faking   of    Shrapnel 

The  history  of  shrapnel,  since  Its  in- 
vention, la  given  in  an  exceedingly  In- 
teresting article  published  by  The  New 
York  Times  on  Sunday,  May  30.  It 
follows,  in  part: 

"A  little  more  than  134  years  ago, 
there  was  born  near  London  the  great 
Kngllkh  artillerist.  Henry  Hhrapnel,  tho 
officer  who,  at  the  age  of  18  years,  con- 
ceived the  Idea  of  a  bullet-showering 
pro jec title — the  mlaaUe  which,  in  ail 
countries,  Is  known  by  the  name  of 
shrapnel,  and  which  remains  to  this 
day  one  of  the  most  effective  man- 
killlng    projectiles    yet    devised. 

In  all  armies,  the  field  artillery  units 
today  use  shrapnel.  One  has  only  to 
read  the  war  news  that  is  cabled  or 
wirelesaed  across  the  Atlantic  to  real- 
ise the  all-important  part  shrapnel 
shells  are  playing  In  the  conflict  now 
raging.  The  Teutonic  allies  in  the 
present  war  have  bitterly  protested 
igalnst  the  manufacture  of  shrapnel  In 
the  United  states  for  the  armies  of 
the  Triple  lOntente  nations  and  their 
Miles,  their  claim  being  that  the  shrap- 
nel made  in  America  has  proved  to  be 
one  of  the  moat  effective  causes  for 
the  successes  achieved  by  Great  Britain, 
France,  and   their   Allies. 

"In  all  the  history  of  warfare  there 
ire  few  more  interesting  stories  than 
that  which  telle  of  the  evolution  of  trie 
terrible  weapon  Invented  by  General 
Hhrapnel  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  Likewise,  It  is  a 
story  little  known  outside  military 
ircles. 

"On  July  9,  177*.  a  commission  aa  a 
second  lieutenant  In  the  Royal  Artillery 
waa  issued  to  Henry  Shrapnel.  Shrap- 
nel waa  then  18  years  of  age.  It  was 
a  period  in  the  .world's  history  when 
great  wars,  which  were  to  culminate  In 
the  overthrow  of  Napoleon,  were  being 
fought,  an   era  when   an  officer  of   tho 


- " — inventive  genlua  of  "Shrapnel- -war  sorely 
needed  In  practically  every  army  In 
biurope.. 

"Aa  spon  as  ha  *was  commissioned. 
Lieutenant  Shrapnel  waa  ordered  to  Gib- 
raltar to  take  part  In  the  defence  of  the 
great  rock,  then  besieged  by  the  Span- 
lards.  The  siege  lasted  intermittently 
from    1770   until   17*3. 

'From  the  very  ftrat  day  of  hla  ser- 
vice Shrapnel  waa  a  student.  Arriving 
at  Utbraltar,  he  viewed  the  situation 
from  a  scientific  rather  than  a  military 
standpoint,  and  history  atatea  that  the 
young  officer  waa  moat  Impressed,  or, 
rather,  depressed,  because  of  the  poor 
effect  of  the  British  gunnery.  Shrap- 
nel noted  that  on  one  occasion  when 
more  than  2.000  :m- pounder*  were  fired 
from  the  Rock  at  i  body  of  Spanish 
1 1  oops,  that  out  of  the  entire  command 
only  twenty-six  men  were  put  out  of 
action.  Another  officer  who  waa  Im- 
preaaed  aa  a  reault  of  the  poor  effect 
obtained  waa  a  Captain  Mercler,  per- 
haps an  ancestor  of  the  great  Belgian 
cardinal  of  the  present  day. 

•Mercler  recommended  that  an  ex- 
periment, namely,  the  firing  of  mortar 
shells,  with  abort  fuses  eo  that  they 
should  buret  In  the  air  at  cloee  prox- 
imity to  the  target,  be  tried.  On  Ita 
^v  first  trial  the  shells  did  terrible  exe- 
cution. Shrapnel  witnessed  the  experi- 
ment, and  then  and  there  waa  born  the 
idea  out  of  which  haa  been  perfeoted  the 
dteadful  bullet-stuffed  projectile  Of 
today.  An  Kngllah  artillery  officer  haa 
written: 


mandlng  at  Gibraltar,  ,  'a  new  method 
of  extending-  the  use  of  grape  or  case 
shot   to   the   utmost   range  or  ordnance.' 

"This  memorandum,  above  quoted, 
which  is  believed  to  have  been  written 
by  Hhrapnel  himself,  Is  the  first  indi- 
cation of  the  realization  of  Shrapnel's 
idea,  to  thu  carrying  into  effect  of 
which   Hhrapnel  gave   most  of   his  life. 

"In  180::  Shrapnel's  idea  may  he  said 
tu  have  taken,  for  the  first  time,  defi- 
nite shape.  In  that  year  there  waa 
Issued  at  Woolwich,  Kngland,  a  book 
which  embodied    a  table  of  practice  with 


cut.  Shrapnel's  new — method  a 
case  shot,"  and  In  that  same  year  it  is 
recorded  that  Shrapnel  'exhibited  the 
new  shells  on  Woolwich  Common.  In  th> 
presence  of  Ills  Majesty  the  King  and  a 
great  number  of  general  officers,  and 
that  all  foreigners  were  excluded. 
Among  the  general  officers  was  Wel- 
lington, who  was  greatly  impressed,  but 
Who  in  later  years  changed  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  his  opinion  as  to  the  ef- 
fectiveness  of   shrapnel    in   war. 

"In  1803,  and  following  the  royal  in- 
spection of  the  new  shells  at  Wool- 
wich, Shrapnel  was  ordered  to  Elswick. 
there  to  superintend  the  manufacture 
Of  'his' spherical  case  shot' for  immedi- 
ate issue  to  the  army.' 

Vied   for  nret   Time 

"In  the  following  year  shrapnel  was 
tor  the  first  time  employed  by  the 
Britlah.  The  occasion  waa  the  bom- 
bardment of  the  Batavlan  settlement  of 
Surinam,  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  The 
time  was  the  latter  part  of  April,  and 
the  year  waa  1804.  A  Major  Wilson 
commanded  the  British  Artillery,  and  It 
was  under  his  direction  that  the  shrap- 
nel shell  was  used  for  the  first  time 
in  history.  After  the  bombardment. 
Major  Wilson  reported  that  'shrapnel 
had  ao  excellent  an  effect  as  to  cause 
the  garrison  of  Fort  Amsterdam  to 
surrender  after  receiving  the  second 
shell.'     Major  Wilson's  report  continued: 

"The  enemy  was  so  astonished  at 
these  shells  as  not  to  be  able  to  ex- 
plain how  they  apparently  suffered 
from  musketry  at  bo  great  a  distance 
ax    3,000    yards.' 

"The  victory  of  Vlmelra,  In  the  Pen- 
insula war,  was  largely  due  to  ahrap- 
nel, when  at  the  critical  moment  of 
that  battle  the  British  Artillery  opened 
a  shrapnel  fire,  using  their  nine-pound- 
ers, and  routed  the  French  infantry. 
The  French  could  not  understand  where 
the  little  balls  came  from,  and  the  sol- 
diers swore  that  'devils  were  In  the 
British    shells.' 

"After  Vlmeira  little  is  recorded  of 
the  use  of  shrapnel  until  the  battle  of 
Waterloo,    following    which    historic    en- 

Sagement  Wellington  said  to  Hhrapnel, 
ten  a  colonel  of  artillery,  that  the 
shell  that  bore  his  name  had  played  a 
most  Important  part  in  the  battle, 
while  Oeneral  8ir  George  i  Wood,  who 
commanded  the  artillery  under  Welling- 
ton, went  even  further,  and  In  the 
course  of  a  letter  to  Colonel  Shrapnel 
anid  that  had  It  not  been  for  ahrapnel 
'It  waa  very  doubtful  whether  any  ef- 
fort could  have  recovered  La  Haye 
Salnte.'  'Hence,'  added  Sir  George,  'on 
this  simple  circumstance  hinged  en- 
tirely the  (urn  of  battle.' 

"The  secret  of  the  ahell  waa  abso- 
lutely unaolvable  by  the  French.  In 
1813  Marmont,  when  reconnoitring  be- 
fore Salamanca,  was  atruck  by  a 
spent   shrapnel   bullet.     He   turned  to  a 


memo*!    or    hie    staff    and    angrily "de^ 
manded  to  know  if  it  had  not  been  re- 
ported   to    him    that    the    British    lines 
were  at  least  a  mile  distant. 
"  'Quite    true.'    the    staff    officer    re- 


plied,   who    waa    aa    much    surprised    as 
his  chief  because  of  what  had  happened. 


"  'How,  then,  do  you  account  for  this 
musket  ball?'  demanded  Marmount,  ex- 
hibiting the  little  carbine  bullet  that 
struck   him. 

"  'It  cannot  be  accounted  for;  1  know 
not,  from  whence  it  came,'  the  puzzled 
staff    officer    replied. 

"In  the  Crimean  war.  British  Artil- 
lery declined  to  use  shrapnel,  despite 
the  fact  that  it  had  turned  the  day  at 
Waterloo.  The.  French  made  a  sparing 
use  of  it,  while  the  Russians,  who  had 
never  heard  of  It.  naturally  trusted  to 
th%  effectiveness  of  the  old-time  mis- 
siles. In  the  Civil  War,  both  the  Union 
and  Confederate  armies  used  ahrapnel, 
but  it  waa  not  until  1866  that  the  de- 
velopment of  the  missile  to  its  present 
deadly  effectiveness  may  be  aald  to 
have  got  definitely  under  way. 

"It  was  the  Prussiana  who  started  it, 
and  they  continued  to  improve  the  mis- 
sile until  by  the  time  the  Franco-Prus- 
sian war  began  It  was  one  of  the 
Prussian  army's  most  effective 
wtapona.  The  Prussian  shrapnel  did 
tremendous  execution  against  the 
French,    especially    at   Sedan. 

"In  the  Russo-Japanese  war  both  of 
the  contending  armies  used  shrapnel 
with  great  effect,  and  again  in  the 
Balkan  wars  of  1913.  the  striking  suc- 
cesses of  the  Serbians,  Bulgarians  and 
GreekB  were  largely  due  to  their  splen- 
did  French  shrapnel-flrlng  field  pieces.''

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Am  raids  by  Zeppelins  over  the  coast 
of  Great  Britain  secni  to  be  rattier  a 
popular  form  of  amusement  In  the  Ger- 
man aeronautical  service  at  present, 
says  C.  G.  Grey,  editor  of  The  Aero- 
plane, it  may  be  well  to  note  a  few 
points  about  which  it  is  possible  to  be 
fairly  certain  tn  connection  with  these 
much-advertised  but  apparently  ineffec- 
tive vessels. 

In  the  first  place  the  German  papers 
are  always  telling  us  about  the  giant 
Zeppelins  which  are  being  built  for  the 
destruction  or  London,  yet  apparently 
well-informed  reports  which  reach  Kng- 
land from  Switzerland,  as  well  as  -de- 
scriptions of  the  German  airships  which 
are  seen  frequently  over  the  North  Sea 
by- friendly  neutrals,  as  well  as  by  Brit- 
ish ships,  all  seem  to  point  to  the  most 
modern  Zeppelins  being  either  the  same 
size  as  those  built  during  the  last  two 
years-,  or  even   a   trifle  smaller. 

As  the  construction  of  these  atr- 
shipa  la  being  pushed  forward  aa  rapidly 
as  possible,  the  Zeppelin  works  them- 
selves are  apparently  merely  assembling 
Parts  which  are  being  made  by  various 
engineering  firms  all  over  Germany, 
which  must  mean  that  all  these  parte 
have  been  standardised,  and  that  con- 
sequently all  the  new  Zeppelins  turned 
out  will  be  of  exactly  the  same  type. 
It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the 
existing  sheds  are  only  Just  about.large 
enough  to  accommodate  ships  of  the 
present  sice,  so  It  Is  extremely  unlikely 
that  anything  exceptional  is  being  pro- 
duced. 

Bomb  Capacity 

It  is  known  perfectly  well,  and  it  can 
be  proved  by  simple  arithmetic,  that 
none  of  the  existing  ships  can  lift  more 
than  Ave  tons  In  addition  to  Its  own 
weight,  and  out  of  this  the  weight  of 
the  fuel  and  oil  for  the  engines,  the 
crew,  arms  and  ammunition,  and  other 
necessaries  for  a  voyage  which  may 
last  something  over  twenty-four  hours 
absorbs,  at  any  rate,  something  over 
three  tons,  so  .that  no  one  ship  can 
possibly  carry  more  than  a  couple  of 
tons   of  actual    bombs. 

It  la  extremely  probable  that  the 
weight  carried  is  even  less,  'because  the 
experience  of  the  past  has  shown  that 
it  Is  necessary  to  strengthen  the  con- 
struction «of  the  ships  In  various  places, 
while,  as  they  are  being  built  hurriedly 
from  standardized  parts,  It  'is  probable 
that  the  weights  of  the  various  parts 
will  prove  to  be  heavier  than  if  each  In- 
dividual machine  was  built  from  start  to 
finish  in  the  Zeppelin  Company's  own 
works. 

Allowing  s  little  for  German  optimism, 
one  may  assume  that  ten  Zeppelins 
were  turned  out  during-  the  first  thirty- 
four  weeks  uf  the  aai. — If  that  Is  llw 
real  output.  It  does  very  Utile  more 
than  balance  the  losses  In  the  same 
period.  The  totsl  number  of  ships 
available  at  present,  therefore,  cannot 
well  be  more  than  the  original  dozen 
or  thereabouts  with  with  which  Ger- 
many  started  the  war. 

Porty   Toaa  of    explosives 

If  one  assumes  Tor  the  moment  that 
the  whole  fleet  msnaged  to  reach  any 
given  spot  at  the  same  time,  they  could 
not  possibly  discharge  more  than  about 
forty  tona  of  bombs,  or  rather  leas 
than  the  supply  of  half  a  dosen  heavy 
siege  guns  for  a  day,  so  that  the  total 
amount  of  damage  likely  to  be  done 
couM  not  be  great  even  In  that  case. 

It  Is  thus  fairly  safe  to  assume. that 
even  by  Autumn  thr^Gerinans  are  not 
likely  to  be  able  to  concentrate  more 
than  a  dosen  airships  for  a  raid  at  any 
one   moment. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  has  been 
caused  by  the  fact  that  such  tfirshlps 
as  have  already  vlfttted  this  country 
have  not  been  brought  down  either  by 
the  anti-aircraft  guns  or  by  our  cosst 
defence  seroplanes. 

The  reason  seems  to  be  fairly  simple. 


culty  of  catching  an  unexpected  in- 
vader in  broad  da.s  light  was  exemplified 
the  other  day  when  a  German  aeroplane 
appeared  at  a  height  of  fully  10,000  feet, 
and  was  oat  of  sight  again  before  the 
slower  of  the  machines  which  went  up 
after  him  coSaVi  get  anywhere  near  the 
same   altitude. 

Incidentally  It  is  worth  while  noticing 
that  when  the  British  aviators  go  bom- 
barding towns  occupied  by  the  Germans, 
they  drop  their  bombs  from  anything 
between  1.000  feet  and  150  feet,  where 
they  have  some  spbrting  chance  of  hit- 
ting their  objective.  The  one  or  two  . 
German  aeroplanes  which  have  ventured 
over  this  country  In  daylight  have  never 
been  seen  at  less  than  0.000  feet,  and 
the  last  one  was  never  bel»w  8.000  feet, 
so  that  they  have  never  had  the  re-  „ 
motest  chance  of  hitting  anything  in- 
tentionally or  of  doing  damage  of  Im- 
portance  except   by   ahcer  luck. 

NEW  FRONTIERS  ARE

Bequest    Ss    Jsevtval    Of    Attempt    Made 

Some  Time  Ago  to  Discuss  Tutors 

Term*  ef   Peace 

According  to  the"  koelnlsche  Zeitung, 
it  Was  unanimously  demanded  at  a 
meeting  of  sVneb  sen  tat  Ives  of  the 
Nstionsl  Liberal  party,  held  in  Berlin 
recently,  that  In  the  Weat  whatever 
territory  was  necessary  for  the  security 
and  strengthening  of  German  power 
on  land  and  sea  should  be  annexed  to 
the  German  Umpire  politically,  militar- 
ily and  economically.  With  regard  to 
the  Kast,  It  Was  considered  that,  In  ad- 
dition to  strategically  better  land  fron- 
tiers, new  territory  suitable  for  colon- 
ization   must    be    acquired. 

The  demand  was,  of  course,  fore- 
shadowed In  the  speeeh  of  the  party's 
spokesman  In  the  Itelchstag  recently, 
on  which  occasion,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, the  Conservative  leader  openly 
based  his  declaration  In  futor  of  terri- 
torial aggrandizement  on  the  Chancel- 
lor's utterances  of  the  day  before.  In- 
deed, llerr  \on  llethtriHiin-Holwcg's 
statement  that  Germany  must  obtain 
all  practical  Kiisrantees  for  her  future  1 
security  appears  to  have  been  univer- 
sally to  indicate  an  alteration  in  the 
"Krtegsslel"  proclaimed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor on  August  ♦'.  liven  the  Vor- 
Waerts,  which  has  hitherto  appealed  to 
the  tatter's  famous  speech  as  being  In 
consonance  with  Its  own  view  of  the 
war  aa  OtW  purely  of  defence,  has  been 
comprehended  to  adroit  that  the  recent 
otftclal  utterance  was  pitched  In  an- 
other key.  At  the,,  same  time,  the  So- 
clatlat  paper  pointed  out  that  opinions 
were  likely  to  differ  widely  upon  the 
subject  of  what  constituted  "practical 
guarantees."

GARDENING   NOTES 

(Supplied    hy    the    Department    of 
Agriculture) 


Dining  the  month  of  July,  when  the 
crops  of  strawberries  and  raspberries 
are  harvested,  the  interest  In  the  care 
of  the  patches  begins  to  lag  and  often 
they  are  neglected  until  the  following 
Spring.  This  is  a  great  mistake  because 
the  vitality  of  the  plants  Is  lowered  by 
being  allowed  to  dry  out  or  become 
choked   with    weeds. 

In  the  case  of  strawberries,  the  straw 
should  be  removed  from  between  tbe 
rows  (if  any  has  been  applied)  and  If 
the  leaves  are  at  all  diseased  thejr 
should  be  removed  and  burned.  If  no 
new  plants  are  desired,  all  runners 
should  be  removed  and  the  ground  be- 
tween  the  rows  cultivated  to  keep  tha 
weeds  down  to  conserve  moisture. 
Where  more  plants  are  deslte.U,  the  holl 
should  be  well  cultivated  and  the  run- 
ners encouraged  to  take  root  by  cover- 
ing slightly  with  earth.  Kr<,ni  three  to 
five  runners,  depending  on  the  strength, 
of  the  plant,  should  be  allowed  to  re- 
main on  each  plant  used  for  propuga- 
tlon  and  not  over  two  new  plants  should 
be  allowed  to  Het  on  each  runner.  If 
proper  care  Is  taken  this  should  give 
fine,  strong  plants,  which  may-  be  used 
for  planting  in  the  new  bed  this  Fall  of 
next  Spring.  Spring  planting  Is  genei. 
ally  recommended,  although  Fall  plant- 
Ing  gives  good  results.  In  either  case 
the  ground  should  be  well  prepared  by 
cultivation  and  the  addition  uf  bmt)vard 
manure  before  the  plants  are  set.  Where 
new  plants  were  set  last  Spring"  I r  Fall 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  make 
them  »s  vigorous  as  possible  In  order 
to   produce   large   returns   next   Summer. 

At  the  close  of  the  bearing. season  uf 
the  raspberries  special  attention  should 
be  given  to  the  pruning  of  the  plants. 
As  a  rule,  the  old  or  bearing  canes  ate 
left  until  Fall  or  Spring,  but  this  Is  a 
mistake.  When  the  crop  has  been 
picked  these  canes  have  performed  their 
function  and  should  be  removed  and 
burned.  Where, they  are  left,  they  only 
tend  to  prevent  the  proper  growth  of  the 
new  ones  by  shading  them  and  using  up 
the  moisture  they  should  have,  and  be* 
sides,  they  may  be  the  cause  of  the  new 
canes  becoming  Infested  with  any  in* 
sect  pest  or  4jsease  they  may  have. 
Where  more  new  canes  are  being  pro- 
duced than  are  needed,  the  weakest 
ones  should  be  remoye-1 — wrt+i — the  old 
canes.  From  eight  to  ten  canes  per 
plant  are  sufficient  for  the  next  years 
crop,  but  two  or  three  additional  canes, 
which  can  be  removed  c.ie  following 
Spring  if  not  needed,  should  be  left  In 
case  of  Injury  to  any  of  the  others.  The 
final  pruning  is  usually  given  in  the 
Spring,  when  the  fruiting  canes  arc  cut 
back  to  a  height  of  about  four  feet. 

The  same  cultivation  recommended 
for  strawberries  shrould  be  given  to 
raspberries.  The  young  plants  found 
growing  around  the  old  ones  should  be 
cut  out  as  they  appear,  unless  desired 
for  planting  in  a  new  bed. 

In  propagating  either  raspberries  ur 
strawberries,  it  la  well  to  secure  the 
young  plants  for  the  new  bed  from  the 
old  plants  which  have  produced  the  best 
crops  of  berries.  The  selection  of  the 
parent  plants  should  be  done  while  they 
are  In  fruit.  A  small  stake  or  mark  hy 
the  plant  will  serve  to  Indicate  the  best 
plants  later  when  new  ones  are  needed. 

This  selection  of  seed  or  plants  with 
superior  qualities  should  be  done  with 
all  fruits  and  vegetables.  The  results 
are  very  prominent,  and  when  one  once 
begins  It,  he  seldom  needs  further  per. 
suasion  to  make  him  continue.' 
Foaltry    Suggestions 

Th*  cost  of  feeding  poultry  can  bo 
considerably  reduced  where  the  fowls 
are  kept  well  supplied  with  garden  re- 
fuse, such  as  outer  leaves  of  cabbages, 
lettuce,  beet  tops,  etc  Most  of  tba 
weeds  are  relished  by  the  fowls — dan- 
delions, wild  mustard,  sorrel,  pig-weed. 
etc. 

Now  that  the  molting  season  haa 
commenced,  a  little  extra  attention 
given  tbe  fowls  will  tu-  well  repaid. 
Where  possible,  the  breeding  stock,  and 
layers  should  be.  placed  on  range,  and 
tbe  unoccupied  yards  cleaned  up.  All 
surplus  stock  should  be  marketed  now. 
It  aeems  to  ho  the  universal  practice 
among  rancher*  to  keep  th*  fowls  till 
th*»  have  stopped  laying  completely, 
before  marketing.  It  la  far  better  to 
commence '  culling  now,  as  the  price  la 
bound  to  drop  later  on  when  the  market 
Is  flooded. 

The  male  blrda  should  also  be  mar- 
keted  now,  unless  it  la  the  .Mention  of 
breeders    to    keep    them    o.cr.      In.   that

HOME,  July  1".— Another  Italian  suc- 
cess west  of  Lake  Uarda  was  an- 
nounced in  a  'statuftient  given  out  to- 
day at  the  Italian  headquarters,  signed 
by  Li<  ut.

"Our  troops,  after  driving  hack  the 
enemy,  occupied  the  two  passes, 
which  are  at  a  height  of  more  than 
ten    thousand   feet. 

"in  Carnia,  the  enemy,  protltlng  by 
fog  and  darkness,  delivered  during  the 
afternoon  and  evening  of  July  14  two 
determined  uttacks  on  Mount  Oogllano 
and  Mount  Pizso  Avostino.  rjoth  at- 
tacks were  repulsed,  It  was  ascer- 
tained that  the  enemy's  loss  was  thirty- 
throe   dead,   including   one  officer. 

"In  the  Ison/.o  region,  the  situation 
at  i'repplpaphy  Is  unchanged.  The 
enemy,  by  small  attacks,  especially  at 
night,  and  by  heavy  artillery  Are  con- 
tinually has  sought  to  cause  losses  to 
hamper  our  slow  advance,  and  above 
all  to  force  our  batteries  to  reply,  and 
thus  reveal   our  positions."

The  retirement  of 
Zogarphos  Is  believed  to  indicate  that 
Greece  will  abandon  Iter  neutrality  and 
enter  the  war  on  the  side  of  the  Allies.
